The remarkable thing about the re­ 
cent election is the utter irregularity 
of the verdict 
Two states are found 
to exist side by side, where social and 
economic conditions and personal tem ­ 
peram ent seem about alike. 
Yet they 
show 
radically 
different 
results. 
While New York, for instance, goes 
strongly 
Republican, 
Ohio, 
a 
near 
neighbor , with similar traditions and 
habits and population, goes radically 
opposite. 
Similar tendencies are seen in the 
voting in individual precincts. People 
who were taking returns in newspaper 
offices say they were surprised by the 
irregularities. 
"A” would run ahead

It cannot expect to win on its 
record, no m atter how good that is. 
The old time party loyalty produced 
a unity and harmony of action that I 
many of our older people hate to see 
disappear 
Rut the modern spirit em­ 
phasizes the individual Judgment. The 
voters will not be held down by any 
past traditions. 
The politicians need to realize that 
the days of straight party voting are 
over. 
They have realized that pretty 
well during the last election. 
Most 
people who have read many speeches 
the past campaign will be able to re­ 
call scarcely any in which the straight 
old-time appeal to party loyalty was 
made. 
A few years ago the politicians used
